FRANKFURT (UPI) - While 
people elsewhere are satellite- 
spotting, thousands of persons in 
rural Europe are still scanning the 
heavens for witches on broom¬ 
sticks. 


crimes traceable to beliefs in 
magic and witchcraft. 

In 1958, he wrote, a young 
farmer murdered his 12-day-old 
child because it was born pre¬ 
maturely.

In Germany alone, more than 
70 cases involving witchcraft 
come before the courts each year.

BOOKS OF black magic .still 
are best sellers in remote areas, 
and several German scholars 
have devoted their lives to trac¬ 
ing modern survivals of ancient 
beliefs.

Seveal years earlier, a work¬ 
man died after an exorcist told 
him to eat seven poisonous mush¬ 
rooms to cure a skin ailment.

father and hanged himself be¬ 


en him,, and a 1958 beating of an 
elderly Widow by two young men 
who accused her of using sorcery.

- ian space agency, said yesterday the United States had “lost stature 
’o T J-n world over” because of its lag behind the Russians in spec- 

^ tyiX/ tacular space projects. 


Near Jerusalem 

JERUSALEM (AP) - A royal 
citadel of the Judean kings, al¬ 
most 3,000 years old, has been 
unearthed 3 miles south of 
Jerusalem, a leading Israeli 
archaeologist announced yester¬ 
day. 

Dr. Yohanan Aharoni, of the 
government’s antiquities depart¬ 
ment, who directed the diggings, 
said the citadel was built about 

800 years before the birth of 
Christ. 

It was unearthed on a hill at 
Ramat Rachel, an Israeli settle¬ 
ment on the way to Bethlehem. 

Dr. Aharoni, who directed the 
work on behalf of various Israeli 
instituttons and Rome Univer¬ 
sity, said its walls were built 
of large ashlars (hewn or 
squared stone blocks) more than 
two yards wide. 


But he said the United States is 
because of satellites like the 
Echo communications balloon 
which made a “tremendous im¬ 
pact” around the world. 

THE HEAD of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin¬ 
istration said the United States 
leads the Russians in space ex¬ 
ploration, but is behind in the 
development of heavy -thrust 
rockets. 

Glennan traced Russia’s lead in 
heavy-thrust vehicles to a de¬ 
cision the Soviets made just aft¬ 
er World War II when they real¬ 
ized the United States had the 
aircraft available to deliver the 
bulky atomic bombs which had 
then been developed. 

He said the Russians knew 
they could make the bombs, and 
to get the means of delivering 
them they started to develop the 
huge rockets which would be 
required to carry such bulky 
weapons. 

By the time the United States

now regaining it “very quickly,” 


started to develop its rocket ar¬ 
senal, life said, atomic weapons 
were much smaller. Thus, the 
U.S. scaled down the size of its 
rockets to handle the smaller 
bombs. 

DISCUSSING the heavy-thrust 
rockets now being developed in 
this country, Glennan said that 
by the middle of next year NASA 
will test the Centaur rocket, 
which will be capable of putting 
8,500-9,000 pounds into orbit 300 
miles above the earth. 

Referring to NASA’s man-in¬ 
space project, he said in a TV 
interview the timetable now calls 
for a shot early next year when 
an astronaut will be sent 125 
miles aloft and 200 miles down 
range in a test flight that will 
last 13 to 16 minutes. Later in 
the year, NASA hopes to put a 
man into orbit.

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Nerve Discoveries 
Will Aid Research

NEW YORK (AP)--Your brain tells your fingers to move. 

The message zips along nerves in a split-second, traveling fast 
enough to cover four miles in one minute. 

But how? Exactly what happens to generate electricity in nerves 


which shoot uncounted thousands 
day? 

COLUMBIA University scien¬ 
tists yesterday described new re¬ 
sults from 20-year studies which 
they think pretty well spell out 
the basic mechanism and 
mystery. 

They find that one vital chemi¬ 
cal, acetylcholine, which gener¬ 
ates this ~ Tile-electricity, acts 
throughout the length of a nerve, 
and not just nerve endings as 
scientists had long believed. 

They have isolated a protein on 
which this chemical acts to trig¬ 
ger off electric currents. 

A striking discovery is that lo¬ 
cal anesthetics act because they 
bind up this protein, hence there 
can be no electrical activity and 
no pain. Now, laboratory studies 
with the protein could show how 
to make safer, better local anes¬ 
thetics. 

And the fundamental findings 
could aid research into diseases, 
such as palsy, multiple sclerosis

Republic Sept, 24 1960 
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Radiation 
Protection 
Plan Urged 

WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ A con¬ 
gressional group said yesterday 
that “important and urgent” deci¬ 
sions relating to radiation protec¬ 
tion face the country. 

It said the need for such deci¬ 
sions is intensified by develop¬ 
ment work on nuclear space rock¬ 
ets and satellite power plants, 
atomic ramjet missiles, and atom- 
powered aircraft. 

AT THE moment, the grou^ 
said, even the experts are con¬ 
fused as to where responsibility 
lies for protecting the public 
against radiation hazards. They 
also disagree on the meaning of 
“radiation protection criteria and 
standards.” 

The observations were made by 
the special radiation subcommit¬ 
tee of the house-senate atomic 
energy committee in a report on 
hearings conducted in May and 
June. 

IN RELEASING the report, 
Subcommittee Chairman Holifield 
(D-Calif) called for “a re-exam- 
ination of the Federal Radiation 
Council with a view to strength¬ 
ening its role.” 

The council was created last 
year to advise the President on 
radiation protection and to issue 
“protection guides.” 

Among major unresolved ques¬ 
tions, the report said, is whether 
the President, with the council’s 
advice, shall exercise direct re¬ 
sponsibility for setting protection 
standards or whether individual 
agencies shall make their own 
rules.
